companies are members of the Ser­ 
vice Bureau, and hire their extras 
through 
it. 
Butterfly 
girls 
and 
handsome boys, who apply'for work 
at tlie studio wickets, are referred 
to tin* Service Bureau. 
But the Service Bureau limits the 
number of extras it will register. At 
present the limitation is 1,29(1 and 
this must include all kinds of char­ 
acter p<*ople and comedy freaks. 
No matter how 
much 
ability a 
pretty girl or 
striking youth may 
have, Ire or she doesn’t get a chance 
if the registratiti» is tilled up—as 
it usually i-. 
The idea of the Service Bureau, 
which sends extras out on calls for 
certain types or certain scenes from 
studios, is to give a decent living 
to a group of established extras by 
providing fairly steady work. 
The 
Service Bureau does the hiring, and 
also does the paying, deducting a 
commission from the extras’ pay for 
placing them. 
Girls w'ho 
come to 
Hollywood, 
hoping to win recognition, sometimes 
wait, for months before there is an 
opening on the 
registration 
books 
of the bureau. 
Wages range from $5 to .$10 a 
day, with the average about $7.50. 
Some character players get as much 
as $15 a day. 
Work is very ir­ 
regular. 
Some times an extra will 
work in half a dozen pictures a 
week at as 
many studios, some­ 
times working at one studio in the 
daytime and another at night. And 
again on extra 
will sometimes not 
get a single call for three or lour 
weeks. 
Extras must at all time be pro­ 
vided wit'h a good wardrobe of street 
sport and evening clothes in good 
condition. Only clothes for special 
character parts or costume pictures 
are furnished by the studios, 
(’bar­ 
aci er actors and actresses obtain 
steadier work than ordinary extras. 
“The least-wanted type in the mo­ 
vies is the jazz baby," one of the 
hiring experts at 
the Service Bur­ 
eau told the United Press.“T!iere is 
no call for 
them.

the south—where 
the 
cotton and 


to'bac-co planter has been forced to 
pay higher wages for labor in the 
ace of a doubtful profit on his crop 
—and for the' north, where conges- 
tion already 
is. being experienced 


and lower wages are in prospect. 


Plantation owners and land' hold- 


ers are daily being brought 'face to 
face with the fact that they, their 
sons and neighbors arc going to have 
to go out into the field to help pick 
the cotton and otherwise tend the 
crop. 


The negro for years has worked 


for the whites as a "crop-sharer," 
doing the labor under the planta- 
tion owner's supervision and assist- 
ance and driving the .proceeds. But 
the boll wfovil, a tiny insect which 
bores ii-'^jtlic "square" of the cot- 
ton plant and destroys the product 
with resulting financial loss, has 
bored into the soul of the negro 
worker. He has given up thes fight 
against >an enemy he doesn't under- 
stand and lost the long hope that 
next year or the next he will be able 
to produce a crop that -will pay him 
dividends.

In Georgia, where - the state de- 


partment of labor has kept detailed 
statistics since the exodiis first be- 
gan, more than 100,000 negroes have 
le'ft the state so far this year. 'The 
exodus is still underway and one 
state oflieial said today that for the 
last three months an entire ear of 
negroes 
headed from 
the 
cotton 


fields had been attached daily to the 
train on which he rides out of At- 
lanta to his home. 


South- Carolina officials have fig- 


ures showing 55,000 negroes have 
gone oat of that state. The exodus 


has been at the rate of 4^000 monthly 
and from the city of Columbia alone 
6,500 laborers have gone 'out. 


IMiable estimates coering Ala- 


bama show that 60,000 left-vtne state 
last year and the rate this year has 
been 6,000 negroes -a month. 
The 


average now has dropped, to about 
100 a day, 'however. The total to 
date this year has been nearly 40,- 
000. 


In Mississippi approximately 30,- 


000 negroes have sang a farewell to 
Dixie, according to reports from of- 
ficials of the railroads. 
These same 


sources indicate that the. exodus has 
slowed down appreciable .of late and 
rn-any are returning to their former 
homes. 


Arkansas has lost over 3,000 ne- 


groes since the middle of January, 
State Labor Commissioner T. A. Wil- 
son said. 
. 


Whites and Mexicans have come 


into Arkansas on the heels of the 
negroes, Wilson said, and as a result 
no labor shortage 
is 
experienced. 


Wilson attributed low wages as the 
cause of the migration. 


Lousiana, Oklahoma and Texas 


have not been as hard hit as other 
Southern States. 
The oil fields in 


fhese sections, with 
the resultant 


prosperity and era o£ plenty, have 
conteracted the lurid descriptions of 
life in the big industrial centers. 


Tennessee has c'6ntribute'd'J'less to 


the exodus, state officials.'say, than 
any other state. The department of 
labor estimates that only 4,500 ne- 
groes have deserted their homes in 
that section and a number of these 
have returned. 
Memphis has been 


one of the heaviest losers, but the 
decline has -been made up for t6 
some extent by 
drawing 
workers 


from the fields. 


Bankers, c-hambcr of 
commcrcia' 


officials .and others, divided as t< 
the cause of the,exodus, mainly the 
Southland's economic -structure, a.

well as ruined the cotton plants. 


Other reasons cited are: the prom- 


ises of .an easy existence, "high wa- 
ges and letters from the vanguair

Labor officials now are not so con- 


cerned with the cause, however, as 
with the result. 
Higher wages in 


the cities arc becoming effective rap- 
idly and with the cotton season but 
a few weeks off, farmers already 
entering the,open market for labor. 
Where .they'onse paid the negro $18 
a month, 6r a chance to work on a 
share-cropping, they now are offer- 
ing $1 a day while in the cities from 
$2.50 to $3.50 is being bid.for th« 
negroe's services. 


'Modern machinery is taking the 


place of the negro and his mule in 
many sections and agricultural ex- 
perts declare the exodus has been 
a blessing in disguise. 
They believe 


We farmer will <be forced to do more 
intensive cultivating, adopt the most 
modern methods and that financial 
returns will be increased two fold. 


Many of the South's famous plan- 


tations are threatened with disin- 
tegration. The wealthy owners will be 
forced to break them upinto small 
parcels to stave off financial ruin and 
in this many profess to see 
t'he 


greatest advantage as a result of 
the wholesale migrations. 


In anticipation'of this day South 


Carolina already has undertaken .in 
official survey. A commission headed 
by Former Governor B. I. Manning, 
under provisions made by the last 
legislature is touring the west, in- 
teresting the corn and wheat farm- 
er and the livestock -breeders of,,the 
plains states in the soil and grazing 


land of the Carolinas. The aim is 
to find out what kind of labor can 
ae brought into the state to settle 
'ands now unused and1 'how such lab- 
orers can be brought. 


Other efforts are being made to 


jring in new thought and new blood 
jy colonization work and by inter- 
•sting the immigrant from Northern 
Europe in this field. 


Some states have token steps to 


combat the 
exodus by -restricting 


:he work of labor agents. E.fcessive 
license fees are demanded and agents 
found operating without licenses are 
subject to fines and other penalties, 
in Georgia, North Carolina and Ala- 
bama, but 'the South general is do- 
ing little to prevent its onee great- 
est problem, becoming 'the problem 
of the North.

out the dangerous American foul- 
brood in bee colonies throughout the 
state this year.—- 
r-Although the authorities have the 
situation well in hand they are deter- 
mined to burn out all 
colonies in 


which the foulbrdod appears to pre- 
vent the pest from becoming wide- 
spread again. 


Tile agents first kill the bees with 


gasoline, then clean out the 
hives 


completely, alnd set fire to every- 
thing but the hive itself. 


Tho American foulbrood, accord- 


ing to Yost, does not attack the ma- 
ture bee. It attacks the larvae, and 
if hot checked wHIi rapidly destroy the 
colony. If the disease wipes out one 
colony, robber bees on the lookout 
for collected honey, carry the store 
loft by the dead colony to their own 
hive and thus another colony is in- 
fected. 


If the bee owner does not call in 


the state agents or kill the colony 
IiinJSelf, he' has committed a 
mis- 


demeanor under the state laws, Yost 
pointed out.
